Vaux, the obstetrician who attend­ 
ed Mrs. Rey nolds, are doing “very 
well” 
The child, heir to 
a large share 
of his father’s tobacco fortune, was 
born at 6:48 o'clock last night in 
the Pennsy lvania 
hospital 
and 
came as a surprise 
to 
outsiders, 
previous announcements 
from the 
actress’ home had said the baby 
was expected early in Bebruarv. 
Hospital authorities 
who 
an­ 
nounced the baby ’s birth said both 
mother and child were doing "sat­ 
isfactorily .” 
Death Recalled 
Arrival of 
the 
much-discussed 
Infant recalled the 
death of his 
father, Smith Rey nolds, 20-y ear- 
old heir to one-fourth of the R J 
Rey nolds tobacco fortune. He was 
found fatally shot at Rey nolda, his 
family ’s palatial home at Winston 
Salem, N. C., last July 6, after a 
say party . 
A Coroner's jury found that he 
:ame to his death at the hands 
of “a person or persons unknown” 
ind his 26-y ear-old widow and Al­ 
bert. Walker, 19-y car-old Winston 
Baient resident, were indicted ear­ 
ly in August on charges of murd­ 
er. 
Last November, however, the pro 
secution was dropped when Soli­ 
citor 
Carlisle Higgins announced 
there was insufficient evidence to 
warrant a trial. 
Mrs. Rey nolds, 
daughter of 
a 
Cincinnati attorney , 
entered the 
hospital early 
y esterday after an 
automobile trip from the home of 
Albert E. Ives, an architect, ne?,. 
Wilmington, Del., which she rent­ 
ed for the season. 
Upon her ar­ 
rival, It was announced she hac? 
come merely for observation. 
Plans Uncertain 
Speculation was rife today as to 
the former 
Broadway 
favorite's 
future plans. 
She was reported to 
have conferred with 
New 
York 
producers after she was freed of 
the murder charge and her attor­ 
ney in Winston-Salem said at that 
time she expected to return to the 
stage after her baby was bom. 
As soon as it became known that 
Smith Rey nolds was to 
have an 
heir, there was much 
discussion 
as to the disposition of the fath­ 
er's share in the 
Rey nolds 
for­ 
tune, estimated at between 
$15,- 
000.000 and $20,000.000. 
Attorney s expressed doubt as to 
whether Libby Holman 
Rey nolds 
would have inherited it, 
but un­ 
der the terms of the will of R. J. 
Rey nolds, Sr., and North Carolina 
law, it is said, there is no ques­ 
tion of the new baby ’s rights. 
Smith Rey nolds married U bby 
Holman in November, 
1931, 
six 
day s after his divorce 
from 
his 
first wale, Anne Cannon Rey nolds. 
To a daughter born of that m ar­ 
riage and to the first 
Mrs. Rey ­ 
nolds, he made bequests of $50,000 
each in addition to settlements of 
$1.000,000 apiece. 
The first Mrs. Rey nolds waived 
#11 claim to any further share in 
the fortune for both herself and 
her child at the time the divorce 
settlement was 
made, 
but 
tne 
question has been raised whether 
she had the legal power to relin­ 
quish the inheritance rights of her 
child.

The Telegraph into favoring a fantastic scheme 1 ke the purchase 
of the Dixon Water Company at an exhorbitant price he is mistaken 
Because The Telegraph in a recent editorial, wlnle declaring that 
the recent beautification of the north river bank near the high 
school made a very attractive and needed improvement, the cost of 
it is an additional burden to taxpay ers who are already overburdened 
and that since we had gotten along here in Dixon for the past one 
hundred y ears without it we could have struggled along for another 
y ear or two until times got better, Mr. Brooks takes issue, 
lie said 
that a y ear ago last September The Telegraph editorially urged such 
an improvement. 
W rliout checking up the accurraey of his state­ 
ment, we reply to Mr. Brooks that no doubt he is correct. 
A y ear 
and a half ago business conditions looked much better than they do 
today . When times get better again we expect again to urge more 
parks and play grounds. 
Mr Brooks complains that we want Rock River dredged at “great 
expense. 
Rock River is alreadv navigable up to a point near the 
west city limits and the expense of finishing it. which would be born 
by the federal government, would *•»* comparatively little. 
Mr. Brooks said that The Telegraph charged attorney s more for 
their publications than “any other city around here ’ 
We challenge 
Mr, Brooks to show ONE city around here that charges less than the 
Telegraph's charge ot ten cents per line, the rate set by statute. 
He complains that the Editor once had a state job, a job that 
ended four y ears ago, darn if. Has he Just found that out? 
He savs that in 1911, which was twenty -two y ears ago, 'Hie Tele­ 
graph editorially advocated the purchase of the Dixon Water Com­ 
pany . Does he not know that at that time the Dixon Water Com­ 
pany was practically bankrupt and that either city purchase or re­ 
organization was necessary to help the company carry on and the 
purchase price at that time would have been a fair one? 
He say s that we defend and apolog ?e for Samuel Instill. We do 
no such thing. We say that the governmental sy stem which allows 
such structures as the Insull organization to rise is as much at fault 
as was Insull himself.

Brooks does not know that two y ears ago, through an error in in­ 
structions from Springfield to local county officials, errors wi re made 
in the wording of the ballot which ncccsMated complete reprinting 
and 1 he Telegraph charged a rate which was less than a number of 
counties around us and less than the rate set for all Illlno.s newspa­ 
pers by the State Superintendent of Printing, 
The May or admits in his al ack on The Telegraph’s editorial, that 
the cost of the improvement near the high school is $18,000. Wo are 
glad that its cost is 
read out over a term of y ears, for that eases 
the burden somewhat, but it must all be paid* sometime, and the 
taxpay er's money must pay for it. We hope that the time will soon 
comt aga n when the taxpay ers can afford more of these line niprove- 
ments. 
It is quite evident to any reader who wall give fair and unbiased 
thought to the ma ter that Hie attack on this newspaper is without 
any foundation of fact.

OUR DW IND LING RESOURCES. 
While ihe man in the street is try ing to fig ure oat just 
where the machine ay e is leading him, scientists are q uiet. 
Iv remarking that the ay e of machinery is apt to come to 
an abrupt: end in the not-distant future because of the com 
plete ex haustion of those natural resources which make a 
machine ag e possible. 
Prof. Ross A, Gortner, Univ ersity of Minnesota bio­ 
chemist, has pn pared a set of estimates about these thing s 
that hav e an ominous and chilling sound. 
The world’s stocks of coal and oil, without which the 
abundant energ y of the machine ag e cannot be obtained, 
will be g one, forev er, inside of 10 centuries, say s Professor 
Gortner. The world’s iron will all be used up in 250 y ears. 
Copper, zinc, lead and tin will be g one long before the 
iron is g one. 
Indeed, these time estimates are probably more liberal 
than they should be. They are based on the date at which 
the world is now consuming the commodities in q uestion; 
but in many cases the rate is constantly increasing , so that 
the bottom of the barrel may be reached, not in centuries, 
but in decades. 
And then what happens? 
W hat becomes of a world 
which is tied tog ether with hands of steel and copper and 
kept running with coal and oil, when the steel and copper 
and coal and oil are g one and there is no chance of dig g ing 
up a new supply ? 
What happens to its railroads and 
steamships and telephone lines and electric lig ht plants 
and factories and automobiles and so on? 
It makes a rather terrify ing picture. 
We like» to feel 
that we are at the dawning of a v ast new epoch in human 
society , an epoch which will continue, in intricate mechan­ 
ical precision, for century upon century ; it is like stepping 
off into the dark to reflect that this “ new epoch” may only 
be a comparativ ely brief interlude in human history , 
f o l­ 
lowed, as it w a s preceded, by an ag e o f stag e-coaches, s a i l ­ 
ing ships, hand looms and pick and shov el labor. 
Of course, it hasn’t happened y et; and prolific science 
may come to the rescue with sy nthetic fuels, sy nthetic met­ 
als, and what-not. 
Rut the possibility remains, ominous 
and g loomy . 
It, isn’t a pleasant thing to think about.
